CONSTITUTION 


Pittsburgh  Clearing  House  Association, 


Article  i.  The  object  of  the  Association 
shall  be  to  establish  a S5'^stem  for  making  ex- 
changes, and  paying  balances  due  between  the 
Banks  of  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity. 

Article  2.  The  organization  shall  be  entitled  Name. 

“ The  Pittsburgh  Clearing  House  Association.” 

Article  3.  The  officers  shall  be  a President  officers, 
and  a Manager,  to  be  chosen  at  the  organization 
of  the  Association,  and  annually  thereafter,  at 
the  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  January,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  no  election  takes  place  in 
the  month  of  January  officers  shall  be  elected  at 
a special  meeting  to  be  called  thereafter  for  that 
specific  purpo.se,  and  until  such  election  the  old 
officers  shall  hold  over.  A majority  of  the  votes 
cast  shall  be  required  to  constitute  an  election.

Article  4.  Upon  the  organization  of  the 
Association,  and  annually  thereafter,  a standing 
committee  of  five  members  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot,  to  be  entitled  “The  Clearing  House  Com- 
mittee.” 


Duty  of  the 

Officers. 

President. 


Article  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pre.si- 
dent  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association, 
and  to  call  special  meetings  when  requested  1)}' 
the  Clearing  House  Committee  or  hy  five  mem- 
bers in  writing.  In  all  cases  of  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  President  the  Chairman  of  the 
Clearing  Hou.se  Committee  shall  act  in  his  stead. 


Manager.  ARTICLE  6.  The  Manager  shall  give  a bond, 

approved  by  the  Association,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties. 


Duties  of  the 
Manager. 


Article  7.  The  duties  of  the  Manager  shall 
be  as  follows : He  shall  take  charge  of  the 

Clearing  House  business,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
the  manner  in  which  it  shall  be  transacted ; and 
carry  out  the  instructions  and  regulations  of  the 
Clearing  House  Committee ; he  shall  have  con- 
trol of  the  clerks  and  messengers  while  at  the 
Clearing  House,  and  have  a personal  supervision 
of  all  operations ; he  shall  also  act  as  Secretar}- 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Association  ; keep  records 
of  all  the  business,  and  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, and  of  the  proct.^edings  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Association;  he  shall  take  charge  of 
all  the  papers  and  documents,  and  notify  the 
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members  of  all  meetings.  His  books  .shall  be 
accessible  at  any  time  to  the  President  or  a com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Association. 

Article  8.  In  the  absence  of  either  of  the  Absence  of 
officers,  a President  and  a Manager  pro  tern,  may 
be  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the  Clearing  House 
Committee. 


Article  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Com-  Powers  of  the 
mittee  to  prepare  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Houle"* 
Clearing  Plouse,  to  make  regulations  for  its  committee, 
management,  and  such  other  matters  as  are  not 
herein  provided,  which,  when  adopted  by  a vote 
of  the  Association,  .shall  have  the  .same  binding 
effect  as  this  Constitution. 

The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  sus- 
pend a member  from  the  privileges  of  the  Clear- 
ing Hou.se,  when  it  is  considered  neces.sary  for 
the  interest  of  the  Association;  but  shall  submit 
tlie  case  to  the  Association  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  direct 
and  control  the  Manager  and  other  employees 
while  on  duty  at  the  Clearing  House;  with  the 
power  to  su.spend  the  Manager  and  all  other 
employees. 

The  Committee  may  hear  and  determine  dis- 
puted cases  between  members  when  voluntarily 
submitted. 

Article  10.  Meetings  of  the  Association  Meetings, 
shall  take  place  on  the  third  Thursday  of  Janu-

At  all  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion a majority  of  all  the  members  shall  consti- 
tute a quorum. 

Article  ii.  Kach  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion .shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  a meeting  or 
an  election.  Banks  may  be  represented  by  the 
President,  Vice  President,  Cashier,  Assi.stant 
Cashier  or  a Director,  and  private  Bankers  by  any 
member  of  the  firm. 

Article  12.  A member  of  the  Association 
may  withdraw  upon  giving  notice  to  the  Presi- 
dent and  paying  all  dues. 

Article  13.  A member  of  the  As.sociation 
may  be  expelled  by  a vote  of  the  Association, 
provided  a majority  of  the  members  vote  for 
the  expulsion. 

Article  14.  The  expenses  of  the  Clearing 
House  .shall  be  assessed  in  proportion  to  the 
total  amount  of  clearances,  viz.,  on  the  total 
credits  and  balances  paid. 

Article  15.  Applications  for  membership 
shall  be  made  to  the  Clearing  House  Association, 
and  the  same  shall  be  voted  upon  by  ballot;  and 
should  the  Association  deem  it  expedient  to  con- 
sider such  application  it  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Clearing  House  Committee,  who,  having  made  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  condition  of  the 
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applicant,  and  on  a favorable  report  by  them, 
shall  submit  the  same  for  ballot  at  a stated  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Association.  Such  appli- 
cant may  become  a member  of  the  Clearing 
Hou.se  As.sociation,  if  elected,  by  paying  an 
admission  fee  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars,  and  b} 
certifying  assent  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Asso- 
I ciation.  Provided,  however,  that  if  two  (2) 

negative  votes  are  cast,  either  on  the  original 
^ , application  or  on  the  final  vote  after  the  report 

i of  the  Committee  is  made,  it  shall  exclude  the 

' applicant  from  membership. 

Article  16.  iVmendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion may  be  adopted  by  the  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Association;  provided 
that  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  had  been 
given  at  a previous  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Article  17.  Should  any  Bank  fail  to  pay 
the  balance  due  from  it  at  the  proper  hour,  the 
amount  of  such  balance  shall  be  immediate!) 

! furnished  to  the  Clearing  House  by  the  several 

other  Banks,  in  proportion  to  their  respective 
balances  against  the  defaulting  Bank,  resulting 
from  the  exchanges  of  that  day;  and  the  Man- 
ager shall  make  requisitions  accordingly,  so  that 
I the  general  .settlement  may  be  accomplished 

1 with  as  little  delay  as  possible;  the  amounts 

I so  furnished  to  the  Clearing  House  constituting

Resolved,  That  it  be  considered  optional  with 
all  the  Banks  in  the  Clearing  House  Association 
to  clear  the  checks  of  such  outside  Banks  and 
Bankers  as  are  represented  in  the  Clearing  House 
by  Banks  in  the  x\ssociation  through  such  Banks, 
or  collect  them  directly  from  such  outside  Banks 
or  Bankers.

Resolution — Adopted  Jan.  1'2,  1887. 

x\t  a meeting  of  the  Clearing  House  Associa- 
tion held  January  12th,  1887.  the  following 
Resolution  was  adopted; 

Resolved,  i.  That  the  hour  for  making  Ex- 
changes at  the  Clearing  House  shall  be 
o’clock,  A.  M.  precisel)'.  Between  the  hours  of 
II  and  \\%  o’clock,  the  debtor  Banks 

shall  pay  the  Manager,  at  the  Clearing  House, 
the  balances  against  them,  either  in  actual  Coin, 
Legal  Tender  Notes,  or  National  Currency. 
Mutilated  notes  will  not  be  received. 
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At  o’clock,  A.  M.,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  the  amounts  can  be  made  up  and  proved,  the 
creditor  Banks  shall  receive  from  the  Manager, 
at  the  same  place,  the  respective  balances  due 
them,  provided  all  the  balances  due  from  the 
debtor  Banks  shall  have  been  paid. 

2d.  The  Association,  by  a vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  all  the  members,  at  a meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  may  change  the  hour  for  making 
the  exchanges  and  the  settlement  of  balances. 

Resolution — Adopted  Jan.  8,  1891. 

At  the  regular  semi-annual  meeting  of  the 
Clearing  House  x\ssociation,  held  January  8th, 
1891,  the  following  Resolution  was  adopted: 

That  hereafter  every  Bank  be  expected  to  send 
a representative  to  the  meetings  of  the  iVssocia- 
tion,  and  in  case  of  negligence  a fine  of  Five 
Dollars  be  imposed,  collected  and  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  the  Association. 

Resolution — Adopted  Jan.  21.,  1897. 

On  motion,  the  recommendation  of  the  Clear- 
ing House  Committee  that  all  banks  having  until 
one  o’clock  and  two  o’clock  to  return  checks,  and 
by  reason  of  the  banks  being  closed  at  12  o’clock 
M.  on  Saturdays  and  other  legal  Half- Holidays, 
checks  shall  be  returned  at  or  before  12  o’clock  M. 
of  the  same  day,  to  go  into  effect  January'  30,  1897, 
instead  of  January  23,  1897,  as  recommended.

Revised  Rules  and  Regulations 

For  Conducting  the  Business  of  the  Pittsburgh  Clearing 

House,  November  14,  1879. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
held  November  14,  1879.  the  following  Revised 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Pittsburgh  Clearing  House  were 
unanimously  adopted: 

The  Banks  are  requested  to  send  competent 
Clerks  to  the  Clearing  House. 

Packages  of  currencv  in  even  thousand  dollars, 
properly  designated  and  bearing  the  seal  of  the 
Bank,  may  be  paid  by  or  to  the  Banks;  but  any 
errors  found  in  such  packages  shall  be  corrected 
by  the  Bank  whose  seal  it  bears. 

Errors  in  the  exchanges  shall  be  adjusted  by 
the  Banks  concerned,  and  checks  not  good  .shall 
be  returned  to  the  Bank  depositing  them  accord- 
ing to  regulations  now  in  force,  viz.,  before  i 
o’clock  P.  M.  The  As.sociatioii  not  to  Vjc  respon- 
sible in  any  ca.se. 

Resolution — Adopted  Nov.  .3’,  1880. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
held  November  3,  1880,  the  following  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted: 


Resolved,  That  in  order  to  facilitate  counting,  nanner  of 
and  to  avoid  errors  in  the  Clearing  House,  the 
debtor  Banks  be  required  to  make  payments  in 
packages  of  currency  in  even  sums  of  $5,000  and 
$10,000,  and  in  all  lesser  sums  in  packages  of 
$1,000,  $2,000,  $3,000  and  $4,000. 

The  packages  to  be  properly  designated  and 
bear  the  .seal  or  stamp  of  the  Bank. 

Resolution — Adopted  Jan.  4,  188-2. 

Resolved,  That  the  Manager  be  instructed  to  narking 
compel  the  debtor  Banks  to  place  tags  and  care-  Packages, 
fullv  mark  with  name,  date  and  amount,  on  all 
bags  of  gold  and  packages  of  money  paid  to  the 
As.sociation. 


Resolution — Adopted  Jan.  SO,  1882. 

Resolved,  That  on  and  after  February  10,  1882,  Hours  for  the 
all  Banks  and  Bankers  clearing  through  the  Asso-  ^hlckl*** 
ciated  Banks  be  required  to  return  all  dishonored 
checks,  drafts  and  notes  before  2 o’clock  of  the 
day  of  clearing,  except  tho.se  Banks  and  Bankers 
which  are  now  required  to  return  the  same  before 
I o’clock  of  that  day  (as  per  Clearing  House 
Schedule,  dated  February  10,  1882,)  and  also 
excepting  McKeesport,  Braddock,  Sharpsburg 
and  Home.stead,  which  shall  be  required  to  re- 
turn checks,  drafts  and  notes  so  dishonored 
before  ii  o’clock  A.  M.  of  the  following  day. 
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Resolution — Adopted  Mar.  17\  1882. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Clearing  House  Com- 
mittee, held  March  17th,  1S82,  the  following 
Resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted; 

Reclamations  I.  Reclamations  for  errors  and  deficiencies 
in  specie  or  United  States  Ucgal  Tender  INotes, 
or  National  Currency  received  at  the  Clearing 
House,  contained  in  bags  or  packages,  sealed 
and  marked  in  conformity  with  any  rules  estab- 
lished upon  that  subject  by  the  Clearing  House 
Committee,  shall  be  made  by  10  o’clock,  A.  M. 
on  the  following  day,  by  the  receiving  Bank, 
directly  against  the  Bank  whose  mark  the  sealed 
bag  or  package  bears.  Notice  of  such  error 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Bank  immediately  upon 
discovery;  the  Association  not  being  responsible 
for  the  contents  of  such  sealed  bags  or  packages. 


Errors  in  2.  Errors  in  the  exchanges,  and  claims 

Exchange.  froiu  the  return  of  checks,  or  from  any 

other  cause,  are  to  be  adjusted  directly  between 
the  Banks  who  are  parties  to  them,  and  not 
through  the  Clearing  House;  the  Association 
being  in  no  way  re.sponsible  in  respect  to  them. 


Responsibility  Whenever  anv  member  of  the  Associa-

tion  shall  send  through  the  Clearing  House  the 
exchanges  of  any  Bank  or  Banker  in  the  City  of 
Pitt.sburgh  or  vicinity,  who  are  not  members, 
such  sending  shall  tpso  facto.,  and  without  othei 
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notice,  constitute  said  member  the  agent  for  said 
Bank  or  Banker  at  the  Clearing  House;  and  said 
member  shall  be  liable  in  the  premises  the  same 
as  for  its  own  transactions,  and  its  liability  in  all 
such  cases  shall  continue  until  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  exchanges  of  the  morning  of  the 
receipt  of  notice  of  discontinuance  of  any  such 
agency,  and  until  the  expiration  of  the  time 
allowetl  all  such  Banks  for  the  return  of  checks 
under  the  rules  of  the  Association.

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AN  ACT 

To  amend  an  -Act,  entitled  “An  Act  designating  the  days  and  half 
days  to  be  observed  a.s  legal  holidaj’s,  and  for  the  payment,  ac- 
ceptance and  protesting  of  bills,  notes,  drafts,  checks  and  other 
negotiable  paper  on  snch  days,"  approved  the  thirty-first  day 
of  May,  .4>ino  Domitii on&  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  further  designating  the  da3>'s  and  half  holidays  to  be 
obser^’ed  as  legal  holidaj’s, 

vSection  i.  Be  it  enacted.^  &e.^  That  the  Act, 
entitled  “An  i\ct  designating  the  days  and  half 
days  to  be  ob.served  as  legal  holidays,  and  for  the 
payment,  acceptance  and  protesting  of  bills,  notes, 
drafts,  checks  and  other  negotiable  paper  on  such 
days,’’  approved  the  thirty-first  day  of  May. 
Ajmo  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-three,  which  reads  as  follows; 

vSection  i.  Be  it  enacted,  & c..  That  the  follow- 
ing da}'s  and  half  daj’S,  namely:  the  first  day  ol 
Januar\',  commonly  called  New  Year’s  daj';  the 
twenty-second  day  of  February,  known  as  Wash- 
ington’s birthday;  Good  Friday;  the  thirtieth 
day  of  Maj’,  known  as  Memorial  day;  the  fourth 
of  July,  called  Independence  day ; the  first  Satur- 
day of  September,  known  as  Labor  daj’;  the  first 
Tuesda}’  after  the  first  Monday  of  November, 
Election  day;  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December, 
known  as  Cliristmas  day;  and  every  Saturday 
after  twelve  o’clock  noon  until  twelve  o’clock 
midnight,  each  of  which  Saturdays  is  hereby 
de.signated  a half  holiday,  and  any  day  appointed 
or  recommended  by  the  Governor  of  this  .State  or 
of  the  Pre.sidefit  of  the  United  States  as  a day  of 
thanksgiving  or  fasting  and  prayer  or  other  re-

ligious  observance,  shall  for  all  purposes  what- 
ever as  regards  the  presenting  for  payment  or 
acceptance,  and  as  regards  the  protesting  and 
giving  notice  of  the  dishonor  of  bills  of  exchange, 
checks,  drafts  and  promissory  notes,  made  after 
the  passage  of  this  x\ct,  be  treated  and  considered 
as  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonly  called 
vSunday,  and  as  public  holidays  and  half  holidays, 
and  all  such  bills,  checks,  drafts  and  notes  other- 
wise presentable  for  acceptance  or  payment  on 
any  of  the  said  days  shall  be  deemed  to  be  pay- 
able and  be  presentable  for  acceptance  or  pay- 
ment on  the  secular  or  business  day  next  succeed- 
ing such  holiday  or  half  holiday,  except  checks, 
drafts,  bills  of  exchange  and  promissory’  notes 
]iayable  at  sight,  or  on  demand,  which  would 
otherwise  be  payable  at  any  half  holiday  vSatur- 
day,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  payable  at  or  before 
twelve  o'clock  noon  of  such  half  holiday:  Pro- 

vided, however.  That  for  the  purpose  of  protest- 
ing or  otherwise  holding  liable  any  party  to  any 
bill  of  exchange,  check,  drafts  or  promissory 
note,  and  which  shall  not  have  been  paid  before 
twelve  o’clock  noon  of  any  Saturday  designated 
a half  holiday,  as  aforesaid,  a demand  or  accept- 
ance or  payment  thereof  shall  not  be  made  and 
notice  of  protest  or  dishonor  thereof  shall  not  be 
given  until  the  next  succeeding  secular  or  busi- 
ness day.  And  provided  further.  That  when  any 
person,  firm,  corporation  or  company,  shall  on 
any  Saturday  designated  a half  holiday,  receive 
for  collection  any  check,  bill  of  exchange,  draft 
or  promissory  note,  such  person,  firm,  corj)ora- 
tion  or  company  shall  not  be  deemed  guilty  of 
any  neglect  or  omission  of  duty,  nor  incur  any 
liability  in  not  presenting  for  payment,  or  accept- 
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ance,  or  collection,  such  check,  bill  of  exchange, 
draft  or  promissory  note  on  that  day:  And  pro- 

vided further,  That  in  construing  this  section 
every  vSaturday  designated  a half  holiday  shall, 
until  twelve  o’clock  noon,  be  deemed  a secular  or 
business  dav,  and  the  day’s  and  half  holiday'.s 
aforesaid  so  designated  as  holidays  and  half  holi- 
days, shall  be  considered  as  public  holidays  and 
half  holidays  for  all  purpo.ses  whatsoever  as  re- 
gards the  transaction  of  busine.ss:  And  provided 

further.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  or  invalidate  the  entry,  issu- 
ance, service  or  execution  of  any’  writ,  summons; 
confession  of  judgment,  or  other  legal  proce.ss 
whatever  on  anv  of  the  Saturday’  afternoons 
herein  designated  as  holidays,  nor  to  prevent  any' 
bank  from  keeping  its  doors  open  or  transacting 
its  business  on  any  of  the  said  Saturday’  after- 
noons if,  bv  a vote  of  its  directors,  it  shall  elect 

to  do  so. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  first  day  of  January, 
the  tw'enty’- second  day  of  hebruary,  the  fourth  ot 
July,  or  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  December,  shall 
anv  of  them  occur  on  Sunday’,  the  following  day’, 
Monday,  .shall  be  deemed  and  declared  a public 
holiday.  All  bills  of  exchange,  checks,  drafts  or 
promissory’  notes  falling  due  on  any’  of  the  Mon- 
day’s so  observed  as  holiday’s,  shall  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  next  succeeding  secular  or  bu.si- 
ne.ss  dav,  and  all  Mondays  .so  observed  as  holi- 
days shall,  for  all  purposes  whatever  as  regards 
the  presenting  for  paymient  or  acceptance,  and  as 
regards  the  protesting  and  giving  notice  of  the 
di.shonor  of  bills  of  exchange,  checks,  drafts  and 
promissory  notes,  made  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  be  treated  and  considered  as  is  the  first  day’ 
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of  the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday.  When 
the  thirtieth  day  of  May  falls  on  Sunday,  the 
day  preceding  it,  Saturday  shall  be  observed  as 
the  holiday,  and  payment  of  bills  of  exchange, 
checks,  drafts  and  promissory  notes,  due  and 
payable  on  such  holiday,  shall  be  made  on  the 
next  succeeding  secular  or  business  day. 

Section  3.  All  bills  of  exchange,  checks,  drafts 
and  promissory  notes  made  after  the  passage  of 
this  Act,  which  by  the  terms  thereof  shall  be 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonl)- 
called  Sunday,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  be 
payable  on  the  next  .succeeding  secular  or  busi- 
ness day. 

vSection  4.  That  all  the  days  and  half  days 
herein  designated  as  legal  holidays  shall  be  re- 
garded as  secular  or  business  days  for  all  other 
purpo.ses  than  those  mentioned  in  this  Act,”  be 
and  is  hereby  amended  .so  as  to  read  as  follows:

tion day;  the  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
known  as  Washington’s  birthday;  Good  Friday;

the  first  Monday  of  September,  known  as  Labor 
day;  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of 
November,  Election  day;  the  twent}'-fifth  day  of 
December,  known  as  Christmas  day;  and  every 

deslgnated’^a^^  Saturday  after  twelve  o’clock  noon  until  twelve 
half  holiday,  o’clock  midnight,  each  of  which  Saturdays  is 
hereby  designated  a half  holiday,  and  any  day 
appointed  or  recommended  by  the  Governor  of 
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this  State  or  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
as  a day  of  thanksgiving  or  fasting  and  prayer, 
or  other  religious  observance  shall,  for  all  pur- 
pose whatever  as  regards  the  protesting  for  pay- 
ment or  acceptance,  and  as  regards  tlie  prote.sting 
and  giving  notice  of  the  dishonor  of  bills  of  ex- 
change, checks,  drafts  and  promissory  notes, 
made  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  be  treated  and 
considered  as  the  first  day  of  the  week,  conimonh* 
called  vSunda34  and  as  public  holidays  and  half 
liolidays,  and  all  such  bills,  checks,  drafts  and 
notes  otherwise  presentable  for  acceptance  or  pav- 
ment  on  any  of  the  said  days  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  payable  and  be  presentable  for  acceptance  or 
l>ayinent  on  the  secular  or  business  day  next  suc- 
ceeding such  holiday  or  half  holiday,  except 
cliecks,  drafts,  bills  of  exchange  and  promissory 
notes,  payable  at  sight,  or  on  demand,  which 
would  otherwise  be  payable  on  any  half  holiday 
Saturda)^,  .shall  be  deemed  to  be  payable  at  or 
before  twelve  o’clock  noon  of  such  half  holiday: 
Provided  however.  That  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
testing or  otherwise  holding  liable  any  party  to 
any  bill  of  exchange,  check,  draft  or  promissorv 
note,  and  which  shall  not  have  been  paid  before 
twelve  o’clock  noon  of  any  Saturday  designated 
a half  lioliday,  as  aforesaid,  a demand  for  accept- 
ance or  payment  thereof  shall  not  be  made  and 
notice  of  prote.st  or  dishonor  thereof  shall  not  be 
given  until  the  next  succeeding  secular  or  busi- 
ness day:  And  provided  furtlier.  That  when  any 
person,  firm,  corporation  or  company,  shall  on 
any  Saturday  designated  a half  liolidav  receive 
for  collection  any  check,  bill  of  exchange,  draft 
or  promi.ssory  note,  such  person,  firm,  corporation 
or  company  shall  not  be  deemed  guilty  of  any 
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neglect  or  omission  of  duty,  nor  incur  any  lia- 
bility in  not  presenting  for  payment  or  acceptance 
or  collection  such  check,  bill  of  exchange,  draft 
or  promissory  note  on  that  day:  And  provided 

further,  That  in  construing  this  section  every 
.Saturday  designated  a half  holiday  shall,  until 
twelve  o clock  noon,  be  deemed  a secular  or  busi- 
ness day,  and  the  days  and  half  holidays  afore- 
said, so  designated  as  holidays  and  half  holidays 
shall  be  considered  as  public  holidays  and  half 
holidays  for  all  purposes  whatsoever  as  regards  the 
transaction  of  business:  And  provided  further, 

That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  constnied 
to  prevent  or  invalidate  the;  entry,  issuance,  serv'- 
ice  oi  execution  of  any  writ,  summons,  confession 
of  judgment,  or  other  legal  process  whatever  on 
any  ot  the  holidays  or  half  holidays  herein  de- 
signated as  holidays,  nor  to  prevent  any  bank 
from  keeping  its  doors  open  or  transacting  its 
business  on  any  of  the  said  Saturday  afternoons 
if,  by  a vote  of  its  directors,  it  shall  elect  to  do  so. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  first  day  of  January, 
the  twelfth  day  of  Kebruaiw,  the  twenty-second 
day  of  February,  the  thirtieth  day  of  May,  the 
fourth  day  of  July,  or  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
Decembei,  .shall  any  of  them  occur  on  Sunday, 
the  following  day,  Monday  shall  be  deemed  and 
declared  a public  holiday.  All  bills  of  exchange, 
checks,  drafts  or  promis.sory  notes  falling  due  on 
any  of  the  Mondays  so  observed  as  holidays, 
shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  next  succeeding 
.secular  or  business  day,  and  all  Mondays  so  ob- 
•serv^ed  as  holidays,  shall,  for  all  purposes  what- 
ever as  regards  the  pre.senting  for  pay’'ment  or 
acceptance,  and  as  regards  the  protesting  and 
gi\  ing  notice  of  the  dishonor  of  bills  of  exchange, 
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checks,  drafts  and  promissory  notes  made  after 
the  passage  of  this  Act,  be  treated  and  considered 
as  if  the  fir.st  day  of  the  week,  commonly  called 
Sunda}'. 

Section  3.  All  bills  of  exchange,  checks,  drafts 
and  promissory  notes  made  after  the  passage  ol' 
this  Act,  which  by  the  terms  thereof  shall  be 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall 
be  payable  on  the  next  .succeeding  secular  or 
business  day. 

Section  4.  That  all  the  days  and  half  days 
herein  designated  as  legal  liofidays  shall  be  re- 
garded as  secular  or  business  days  for  all  other 
purposes  than  those  mentioned  in  this  Act.
